Only. by keeping Spain wuiting by little 
diplomacies could America get its sealed train 
-across—the-continent,transfer ite cargo to _a_ 
steamer, and sbip it to Hongkong in time to be 
of uso; only by keoping America waiting could 
Spsin hope for the battleships which never 
came. America’s waiting game succeeded, 
Spain's failed, and gave her enemy the 
advantoge;’ but it is easy to imagine how 
different thinga-trightthave been if-each had 
known whut the other knew, For Spain at auy 
rate it is a bitter might-have-boen, 

All our wars, asid Me. Bright, have been 
condemned within ten years of their close, and 
the war with Spain seems to have boon very near 
not happening atall. Mr. Bright, in expressing 
the opinion just quoted, told s remarkable story 
of Lord Aberdeen ‘condemning the war for 
which, os Prime Minater of England, he was 
responsible. Loni Aberieen, sid Mr. Bright, 
“ told me over ard over ogain that there was no 
ground whatever for that'war. He said Russia 
had been precipitate on some occasion, but as to 
the war thore was on justification fur il. That 
was tho Primo. Minister whose Government 
went into that war and forced on that war.” 
Mr. Bright added that’ Lord Aberdeen had 
told him that the only man who backed him up 
in tho Cabinet was Sir James Molesworth, and 
Sir James Graham was slo strongly against 
the war, 3 

With the shrinkage of the world a moment 
of ‘time baa’ bevome often of the geavost 
importance, and it is etrange, in reading of 
the case against the Scottish shipbuilders, to 
remember the time when wars did uot come 
about.so quickly as now.
